To the inhabitants of the Town of Lyman in the county of 
Grafton, and State of New Hampshire, qualified to vote in 
town affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at Lyman Town Hall, in 
said town, on Tuesday, the 14th day of March, next, at nine 
of the clock in the forenoon to act on the following subjects: 


Article 1. To choose all necessary town officers for the 
ensuing year. 


Article 2. To raise such sums of money as may be neces- 
sary to defray town charges for the ensuing year, and make 
appropriations of the same. 


Article 3. To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate such sums of money as may be necessary for repairing 
highways and bridges. 


Article 4. To see if the town will vote to plow the town 
winter roads, and if so, to raise and appropriate the necessary 
money for the same. 


Article 5. To see if the town will vote to accept State aid 
on its highways, and raise and appropriate such sums as may 
be necessary. 


Article 6. To see what action the town will take towards 
fixing the compensation of the tax collector. 


Article 7. To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of twenty-five dollars for the Lisbon District 
Nursing Association. 
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Article 8. To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate a sum of money for white pine blister rust control. 


Article 9. To see if the town will vote to grant a discount 
of 2 percent on taxes paid in full before July 5th. 

Article 10, To see if the town will vote to authorize the 
selectmen to borrow such sums as they deem necessary in 
anticipation of taxes. 

Article 11. To see what sum of money the town will vote 
to raise and appropriate for the observance of Memorial Day. 

Article 12. To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
proiate $34.00, based on one one-hundredth of 1 percent of 
the assessed valuation, for the town’s share of cooperative 
participation in the White Mountain Region Association. 


Article 13. To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate a sum necessary to purchase forest fire fighting equip- 
ment, as recommended by the State forester. 

Article 14. To see if the town will vote to discontinue the 
road from the Wenslie Blake place, so called, down Martin 
Hill past the cross roads up to the intersection with Cherry 
Hill road, so called. 

Article 15. To hear the reports of agents, auditors, com- 
mittees or officers heretofore chosen, and pass votes relative 
thereto. 

Article 16. To transact any other business that may law- 
fully come before said meeting.
